Triangular Heart. Wrestling with a dense porcelain body, Kato Tsubusa pushes and pulls the clay in energetic movements His expressionist sculptures differ 
dramatically from traditional Kyoto ceramics, in both technique and style. Eschewing the controlled elegant forms and slick glazes that are hallmarks of Japanese 
porcelain, Kato unleashes the dynamic potential of clay though raw jagged shapes and thick pools of color.
